SACRAMENTO, (W?) — Governor 
Olson today appointed Paul Peek, 
who was deposed yesterday as 
Speaker of the Assembly, to be Sec- 
retary of State succeeding Frank C. 
Jordan, who died January 18 after 
twenty-nine years in office. 


The appointment will be effec- | 
tive after the close of the present 
special session of the Legislature. 
Peek, aged 35, a Long Beach at- 
torney, was elected to the Legisla- ; 
ture for the first time in 1937. | 

It was understood that the ap- 
pointment was made with the un- 
derstanding that Frank M. Jordan, ; 
son of the late Secretary of State, 
will be retained as deputy. 

Victorious Republicans and sane 
servative Democrats revamped as- 
sembly committees to hamstring the 
Olson administration and predict- | 
ed adjournment of the special legis- | 
lative session by mid-February. 

Gordon Garland, Tulare county 
Democrat who unseated state Dem- 
ocratic Chairman Paul Peek for the 
assembly speakership, supervised the | 
reshuffling of lower house commit- 
tees by the coalition. He promised 
public hearings on important bills 
but it was definitely indicated that 
most of the 64 points on Gov. Cul- 
bert Olson’s agenda would be pig- | 
eonholed.

WASHINGTON, (\P/—The house 
appropriations committee today ap- 
proved an unprecedented slash in 
farm aid funds in the face of a de- 
claration by Secretary Henry A. 

Jallace that the economy drive im- 
perils agricultural well-being. 

When the committee got through, 
the agriculture bill for 1941 amount- 
ed to barely more than half of this 
year’s appropriation. 

A strong drive in both the house 
and senate to vote additional farm 
funds was certain. 

The measure called for $659,399,- 
256 for the fiscal year starting next 
July 1—a reduction of $641,841,059 
below that for the current year and 
$129,530,263 less than President 
Roosevelt had recommended 

The action brought savings in five 
supply bills placed before congress 
so far this year to $277,000,000- 
more than half the $460,000,000 the 
economy advocates are trying to 
chop from the budget so as to avoxl 
action on Mr. Roosevelt's request 
for new taxes.

Publicly owned forests are being 
held principally as reserves. More 
than 90 per cent of the timber cut | 
last year was on privately owned 
J land A program of reforestation 
that calls for the planting of a tree 
for each one that is cut is being 
followed generally on publicly own- 
ed land. 

“Privately owned forests and prob- 
| lems facing private owners are ma- 
‘jor factors in the nation’s forest 
‘Situation,’ F. A. Silcox. chief of the 
Forest Service, said in a_ report 
shortly before his death last month. | 
| “Forest lands of commercial tim- 
ber-growing value are more than 20

On the other 
side of the ledger are four fights 
lost. 


American fight followers remem- 
ber Godoy for his two brawls with 
Tony Galento. Brawls they were, 
with the Marquis of Queen bury’s 
code a forgotten paper. Arturo and 
Tony did about everything but bite 
each other, the referee drawing the 
line there. At the end of 10 rounds 
in the first bout, Godoy was de- 
clared the winner. He repeated the 
decision in the second, a six-:ound 
affair. 

Born in Iquique, Chile, on Oct. 12, 
1912, Godoy became a breadwinner 
for the family when his father died. 
The boy was 8 years old then, and 
he got a job setting up pins in a 
bowling alley. He did that for four 
years, earning about $5 a week. 

Young Godoy managed to go to 
public school in Iquique for three 
years before he was conscripted for 
military service at the age of 17. 


He chose the army because the 
period of service was only 10 months 


compared to two years for the navy. 
It was in the army barracks that | 
Godoy learned to fight. He found he | 


liked to fight and in any way his 
opponent chose—standing up. roll- 
ing in the dirt, gouging, kicking, 


biting, or just trading haymakers. | 


Then one day his company cap- 
tain ordered him to take part in a 
boxing tournament. At that time 
Godoy had never worn a pair of 
boxing gloves and ke knew nothing 
of the finer points of the game. 
However, he won the tournament, 
so when his army service ended he 
began to fight professionally. Go- 
doy’s first fight was in Santiago, 
then he moved on to wider fields 
Buenos Aires. Montevideo, Lima, 
Havana, United States and Spain
